Research in the Meat Industry 

The head of one of the country's large meat 
packing companies** recently said that scientific re-' 
search by the packing industry holds almost unlimit- 
ed possibilities for improving the country's food sup- 
ply and the nutritional and physical well-being of Its 
people. The occasion on which he spoke was the dedi- 
cation of the new research laboratory building of 
the American Meat Institute Foundation at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago. The laboratory's purpose is to car- 
ry on a broad and comprehensive program of research 
in the field of production of livestock and utilization 
of animal products. 

In the course of his talk, he also said, "Devel- 
opments in the cattle and beef business provide an 
impressive indication of what can be done through 
research. For several years packers have normally 
sold beef at wholesale for less than they paid for the 
steer on the hoof. They have been able to do this in 
considerable degree because research has resulted in 
many by-products becoming of greater value. As a 
result the meat animal has become more valuble to 
the meat packer who buys it and thus more valuable 
to the cattleman who produces it. As this process goes 
on the producer has a greater incentive to produce 
more and even better animals and a greater supply 
of meat for America's rapidly growing population. 
This is in the interest of every man, woman and child 
in the country from the point of view of good nutri- 
tion." 

For generations there has been a saying to the 
effect that the packers utilize all of the pig but the 
squeal. That comes close to literal truth. Product 
after product of commercial value has been developed 
by research. So have enormously useful medicines, 
such as insulin and cortisone. In the meat fndutsry, 
as in so many other great and necessary enterprises, 
the laboratory is of the highest importance..

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Don't Bum The Leaves! 

by William H. Eystor, Ph. D. 
Autumnal leaves are more valu- 
able than gold. They contain humus 
and minerals which, if added to the 
soil, insure a healthy productive 
soil. Health in the soil is transmit- 
ted, through food plants, to animals 
and man. The falling leaves Is Mo-j 
ther Nature's way of returning to 
the soil these essentials for health, 
a quality which money cannot buy. 
Let us cooperate with Nature by 
helping her distribute the fallen 
leaves where they will do the most 
good in forming a winter mulch 
which absorbs the rain, prevents 
erosion, protects the root3 of shrubs 
and trees as well as the herbs which 
keep their leaves and stems close to 
the earth or retreat underground 
for the winter, and protects and 
feeds the organisms in the soil. Only 
a living soil Is productive. Only a 



living soil can produce foods which 
transmit health to animals and man. 
The organisms In the soil must have 
organic foods In the form of plant 
and animal residues just as animals 
and man have organic foods in the 
form of plant and animal products. 
Soil organisms are no more able to 
live on ashes and inorganic minerals 
than are animals and man. Let us, 
therefore, conserve the autumnal 
leaves and all garden and farm 
crop residues and feed the land in 
order that it may feed us. 

Gather your leaves and use them 
for mulching your shrubs and trees. 
Shred or chop them in some way 
and cover your entire garden. By 
spring they will be broken" down 
sufficiently to be incorporated into 
the soil. Or use them for making 
compost. Put down six inches of 
shredded leaves, a one-inch layer 



of manure or compost, and a thin 
layer (sprinkling) of soil to.' which 
has been added pulverized phos- 
phate and potash rocks. Repeat this 
layering until the heap Is from two 
to five feet high. The size of the 
heap should be determined by 
your needs for compost next spring. 
Cooperate with your town or city

Health Committee Makes 
Final Plea for Favorable 
Vote on Health Department 

A strong vote in fnvor of the 
county health department was 
urged today by the Lake County 
Public Health Committee, Vern 
Heath and Mrs. Mabel Schulz, Anti- 
och local chairmen reported. 

The Committee pointed out that 
no action is being token now to 
clean up danger spots in the county 
and stop pollution of Jakes. Eighteen 
hundred other counties in the 
United States find that a health de- 
partment does work, the Committee 
declared. 

"Qualified personnel free from 
political tics arc the answer for ac- 
tion to rid us of over-flowing sep- 
tic tanks, dumping of raw sewage 
In ditches and other health nuis- 
ances," the Committee said. 

If, in the future, complete sewer 
systems must be undertaken, pro- 
fessional sanitary engineering guid- 
ance will make sure the tax dollar 
is wisely spent, the Committee 
pointed out. 

Cost of the department is estimat- 
ed on the basis of other counties 
with county health departments. 
The estimate for Lake County is 28 
cents on a $1000 of taxable proper- 
ty. In Will County the levy amounts 
to 30 cents and in DuPage, the tax 
is 18 cents. 

By taw the legal limit is 50 cents 
per $1000 or .05 per cent on the dol- 
lar. 

Added school services, better con- 
trol of communicable disease to rid 
the county of typhoid fever and 
other preventable illnesses, labora- 
tory services for testing wells and 
other uses, public health nursing, 
health education, and a qualified 
staff for civil defense or when an 
epidemic strikes were some of the 
other values pointed out by the 
Committee. 

A county health department docs 
not duplicate services, the Commit- 
tee emphasized. It supplements and 
co-ordinates present services. If a 
satisfactory program is being car- 
ried on in some health field, the 
health department docs not hire 
staff for that spot but concentrates 
its attention where needed.

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New Rat Poison Slow 
But Sure; Use it Nov. 3 
Farm Adviser Suggests 

I 

Farmers and others, used to quick 
killing rat and mouse poisons, will 
find the new poison warfarin slow, 
but sure, according to Farm Adviser 
Ray T. Nicholas. Warfarin and red 
squill baits will both be distributed 
on a non-profit basis for the county- 
wide eradication campaign Friday, 
Nov, 3. ' 

All orders for bait must be placed 
with the farm adviser at the Lake 
County Farm Bureau office, Grays- 
lake, not later than Oct. 25. This 
bait will be distributed at cost, as 
a project of the Extension Service 
of Lake County. The red squill bait 
will cost 50 cents per package and 
the warfarin bait $2.00 for a five 
pound package. 

The farm adviser suggests that 
two packages of red squill bpit and 
five pounds of warfarin bait be or- 
dered where there arc just a few 
rats and mice, and that a double or- 
der should be placed where the 
numbers of rats and mice are un- 
usually large. Payment must ac- 
company orders, which should be 
sent to the Farm Bureau office, 
Grayslake, Illinois. 

Warfarin was developed by Dr. 
Karl Paul Link and his staff of the 
biochemistry department of the 
University of Wisconsin. It creates 
internal hemorrhages in rats and 
mice and they are killed painlessly 
without ever realizing the cause. 

Unlike most poisons, it takes sev- 
eral days for warfarin to work. Rats 
and mice need to eat only a small 
amount each day for about five 
days before death occurs. The poi- 
son is odorless and tasteless, and 
once they start eating it they do 
not stop until they are too far gone. 
For this reason, many may die un- 
noticed in their burrows in the 
ground. 

Mr. Nicholas asserts that warfarin 
can be used safely on farms if rea- 
sonable precautions are taken to 
keep it out of the reach of livestock 
and pets. 

The development of this poison 
by Dr. Link gives farmers one of 
the best tools to use in getting rid 
of rats and mice. 



Dangerou! to Cats 
Many insect powders, such as 
DDT, chlordane and others, while 
relatively harmless to dogs In small 
amounts, may be dangerous to cats, 
Before applying any insect powder 
to cats, owners should read the con- 
tainer label. If the preparation is 
not specifically declared to be safe 
for cats, the owner should check 
with a veterinarian before using it.

Vets Developing TB Can 
Still Get Compensation 
Under New Federal Law 



Hundreds of Illinois World War 
II veterans who developed pulmo-j 
nary tuberculosis within three years 
after separation from service may 
be eligible for full service-connect- 
ed compensation, the Illinois Ve- 
terans Commission said today. 

Under a law passed recently by 
Congress the period of eligibility 
was extended from one to three 
years. 

Principal effect of the change will 
be the granting of priority to TB 
veterans for beds in VA hospitals or 
in "contract" hospitals. The latter 
are hospitals which the VA has con- ( 
traded to pay the bills for service- 
connected cases. A veteran, how- 
ever, must have authorization for 
admittance to a "contract" hospital. 1 

In addition to hospitalization, ve- 
terans who are presumed to have 
developed tuberculosis as a result of 
service become eligible for up to 
5150 in monthly compensation, up 
to $91 in monthly dependency al- 
lowances and the right to out-pa- 
tient treatment and medicines. 

Service officers of the IVC have 
full information and are ready to 
offer assistance to veterans or their 
dependents.
